REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Lewis et al. (WO 01/35940) in view of Timmins et al. (WO 
99/47128), does not teach the immediate release pioglitazone layer comprises 
pioglitazone and a binder and is free of a surfactant. The immediate release 
pioglitazone layer also releases not less than 90% of the pioglitazone hydrochloride 
within 30 minutes of in vivo testing; after storage for three months at 40 °C and 75% 
relative humidity, the total of pioglitazone related compounds or impurities present in the 
dosage form is not more than 0.6%, and each individual pioglitazone related compound 
and impurity is not more than 0.25%.
